1 cognized today aa one of the 
country’s greatest if not its greatest 
economic asset. Authoritative state¬ 
ments on the subject have been 
made to the effect that internal 
problems confronting Canadian peo¬ 
ple today can, practically without ex¬ 
ception, be solved by greater popula¬ 
tion. Writing in a recent issue of the 
Dalhousie Review, Mr. E. L. Chi- 
canot of Montreal, special publicity 
representative in the Department of 
Colonization and Development of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, strikes a 
most optimistic note concerning re¬ 
cent immigration to Canada. His 
article entitled “The New Immigra¬ 
tion” is one of the most compre¬ 
hensive that has been written on the 
subject. Mr. Chicanot, who was in 
dose touch with the development of 
, Canadian population during the post¬ 
war period, states that the era of 
Canadian immigration opened up in 


the spring of 1926 was essentially a 
lew immigration. In explanation 
le goes on to say: , 

“The years since the war have 
lerved to bring out a virtual revolu- 
;ion in nearly every phase of the 
matter, as actually for the first time, 
immigration became a public question 
received the thought and attention it 
deserves from the people of Canada, 
and was realized to be of first national 
moment. Immigration to Canada in 
the years before the war might 
roughly be compared to a broad 
stream pouring into the Dominion and 
spreading out uncontrolled in all 
directions. 

“The war ended, and a great 
popular influx from Europe was ex¬ 
pected for Canada. It never took 
place, largely because the trend was 
discouraged at the outset. Canada— 
unlike Australia—then regarded im¬ 
migration as a possible fresh problem 
instead of an economic remedy. The 
Canadian Pacific Railway which, 
in expectation of a heavy post-war 
movement, had organized a coloniza¬ 
tion department, most keenly appre¬ 
ciated the change which had come 
over conditions in general throughout 
I the country and the necessity of 


taking a different view of immigra¬ 
tion. The days of surging flow had 
passed, probably never to return in 
the same way, and in any ease such 
an haphazard inundation was hardly 
desirable.” 

Mr. Chicanot then describes the 
great immigration work being carried 
out by scores of immigration societies 
in Canada which came into existence 
through the new interest of the 
Canadian people in immigration. As 
the result of supervision through 
these many societies the type of im¬ 
migrants to Canadian shores was 
greatly improved. “With the various 
channels beginning to act”, continues 
Mr. Chicanot, “each pouring its 
trickle of new life blood into Canada 
the railway—equally solicitous as to 
keeping these people in the Dominion 
after arrival—directed attention to' 
the other end of the horn, and set 
about turning the new popular in¬ 
terest in immigration to practical 
account. People actuated not alone 
by the national good, but also by a 
pride in their own locality and a 
desire to see it prosper and expand, 
had merely to have the means pointed 
lout to them in order that their 
natural sympathy for the newcomer 
1 might take practical form.” •

Many parties have camped in 
Ptarmigan valley, but never such a 
one aa there will be this summer 
when trail riders gather from all 
over the world to attend their great 
feast. Then the deep silence of 
mountain and lake will be broken 
for one day when the hoof-beats of 
several hundred ponies sound 
through the valley. 

From all Indications the Pow-Wow 
of 1926 will be bigger and merrier 
than those of previous years. At 
noon on August 1, two parties of 
trail riders will meet at the camp 
In the valley, pitch their tents, and 
■when night falls, light a great fire 
around which the official ceremony 
will be held, and join In singing trail 
riders songs. 

There will be two official trail 
rides this summer, both a five-day 
ride and a three-day ride. Members 
going on the longer ride are meeting 
at Lake Louise,,so famous for its 
beauty and Its magnificent Canadian 
Pacific Chateau, on July 29. and fol¬ 
lowing the trail up the Bow Valleyl 


to Mosquito Creek, making a side 
trip to Bffw Pass, then up over 
Molar Pass, and up the little Pipe¬ 
stone to Baker Lake, so by Ptarmi¬ 
gan Lake to Ptarmigan Valley. 
They plan to make 20 miles a day 
for the first three, 16 miles on the 
fourth day, and 9 miles on the fifth. 

Those taking the three-day ride 
will start from the Banff-Lake 
Louise road and follow the trail 
past Johnstone Creek to Baker 
Creek and Baker Lake, and so 
to Ptarmigan Valley. This party 
will travel more leisurely, making 
about 14 miles a day for the first two 
and nine milea on the third day. After 
the Pow-Wow' all ‘the' trail riders 
Will return to Lake Louise by Corral 
Creek. 

The Order of the Trail Riders la 
just three summers old this year, and 
already has a membership of about 
600, more than 100 of Which have 
enamel buttons showing that they 
have travelled more than 2,600 mile*. 
The rest hare buttons, too, differ¬ 


ent kinds, aocordlng to the dis¬ 
tance they have travelled: a bronze 
button for 60 mlleai, a stiver one f r 
100 miles, a gold one for 600 miles, 
and a gold and enamel one for 1,000 
miles. 

Its aims are chiefly to encourage 
horseback travel through the Rock¬ 
ies, to-promote the breeding of suit¬ 
able saddle horses for high altitudes, 
to keep up old trails and build new, 
to protect the forests and encourage 
the love of outdoor life and the 
study and conservation of wild life, 
to prepare and circulate maps of ex¬ 
isting and proposed trails, and help 
maintain the observance of close 
and open seasons for fish and game. 

The Order has recruited its mem¬ 
bers from all classes, all ages and 
all parts of the world. Last year’s 
Pow-Wow was attended by artists, 
writers, European nobility, Indian 
chiefs and American millionaires.
